VATICAN CITY (CPI)— 


Pope John X X III began the 


first day of his reign today 
with an appeal to the lead­ 
ers of the world to abandon 
their monstrous arms and 


ensure peace with justice.

“ What do they ask? What do 
they im plore?

Pope John, his voice firm and 
at tim es alm ost m usical, spoke m 
Latin from the papal throne in the 
Sistine 
Chapel 
where

conclave of cardinals elected him 
Tuesday as 
the 262nd pontiff. 
His speech followed a Solemn 
M ass

the electing 
conclave to an end and opened 
the sealed area of St. Peters to 
the world for the first tim e since 


last Saturday.

under conditions of slavery.
